CHICAGO 

These consist of Christian and Jew, 
Catholics and Prot’stants, Moslem and 
Buddhist, Brahmen and Humanist, Sikh 
and Jain, and members of others of the 
faiths which engage men’s religious and 
speculative interest. During this conven- 
tion Dr. Kurtakoti, chief of the Vendatist 
Hindus, representing 200,000,000 Hindus, 
addressed the convention.

It is stated that the “first 
difference is that instead of a competive 
parade of rival religions, all faiths will be 
challenged to manifest and apply their 
religion by helping to solve the urgent 
problems which impede man’s progress.

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Crunkenness 


<4 EAR THOU, my son, and be wise, 

and guide thine heart in the way. 
Be not among winebibbers; among riot- 
ous eaters of flesh: for the drunkard and 
the glutton shall come to poverty: and 
drowsiness shall clothe a man with rags. 
Hearken untothy father that begat thee, 
and despise not thy mother when she is 
old. Buy the truth, and sell it not; also 
wisdom, and instruction, and understand- 
ing. The father of the righteous shall 
greatly rejoice: and he that begetteth a 
wise child shall have joy of him. Thy fa- 
ther and thy mother shall be glad, and 
she that bare thee shall rejoice. My son, 
give me thine heart, and let thine eyes 
observe my ways. For a whore is a deep 
ditch; and a strange woman is a narrow 
pit. She also lieth in wait as for a prey, 
and increaseth the transgressors among 
men. Who hath woe? who hath sorrow? 
who hath contentions? who hath bab- 
bling? who hath wounds without cause? 
who hath redness of eyes? (The answer 
comes back.) They that tarry long at the 
wine; they that go to seek mixed wine. 
Look not thou upon the wine when it is 
red, when it giveth his colour in the cup, 
when it moveth itself aright. At the last 


Tt biteth like a serpent, and stingeth like 


an adder. Thine eyes shall behold strange 
women, and thine heart shall utter per- 
verse things. Yea, thou shalt be as he 
that lieth down in the midst of the sea, 
or as he that lieth upon the top of a mast. 
They have stricken me, shalt thou say, 
and I was not sick; they have beaten 
me, and I felt it not: when shall I awake? 
I will seek it yet again,” Prov. 23:19-35. 
Much evidence can be produced that 
strong drink is raging and those who are 
deceived thereby are not wise. We could 
tell hundreds of things drunkenness has 
caused, but we have surer word of propb- 
ecy, the Word of God. We will give a few 
scripture lectures on this subject, since 
there are many who are deceived: 
First drunk man, Gen. 9:20, 21, “And 
Noah began to be an husbandman, and 
he planted a vineyard: and he drank of 
the wine, and was drunken; and he was 
uncovered (caused by drink) within his 
tent.” V. 22, “And Ham, the father of 
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Canaan, saw the nakedness of his father, 
und. told his two brethren without.” 

The penalty, Vv. 24, 25, “And Noah 
awok om his wine, and knew what his 
aura had done unto him. And he 
said, Cursed be Canaan; a servant of ser- 
vants shall he be unto his brethren.” 

Second drunk man, Gen. 19:33, “And 
they made their father drink wine that 
night: and the firstborn went in, and lay 
with her father; and he perceived not 
when she lay down, nor when she arose.” 
V. 34, “And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that the firstborn said unto the 
younger, Behold, I lay yesternight with 
my father: let us make him drink wine 
this night also; and go thou in, and lie 
with him, that we may preserve seed of 
our father.” 

From this degenerated source came the 
Moabites and the Ammonites. 

The penalty, Zeph. 2:9, “Therefore «s 
I live, saith the Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel, Surely’ Moab shall be as Sodom, 
and the children of Ammon as Gomor- 
rah, even the breeding of nettles, and 
saltpits, and a perpetual desolation: the 
residue of my people shall spoil them, 
and the remnant of my people shall pos- 
sess them.” 

Dear ones, these are some of the fruits 
of drunkenness: Ruined homes, ruined 
daughters, ruined characters, ruined bus- 
iness. “No drunkard shall inherit the 
kingdom of God,” Paul. 

Third drunk man, Nabal, 1 Sam. 25:36, 
“And Abigail came to Nabal; and, behold, 
he held a feast in his house, like the feast 
of a king; and Nabal’s heart was merry 
within him, for he was very drunken: 
wherefore she told him nothing, less or 
more, until the morning light.” 

Introduction: Nabal was very great. He 
lived in Maon. He owned 3,000 sheep and 
1,000 goats. He was shearing his sheep in 
Carmel, where his possessions were, His 
wife’s name was Abigail. She was a wo- 
man of good understanding and had a 
beautiful countenance. He was a chur] 
and evil in his doings. This fits the 
drunken class exactly. A chur] is a rough, 
ill-bred fellow. David heard that Nabal 
was shearing his sheep and he sent ten 


young men to greet Nabal in his name. 
Nabal was a prosperous man in material 
things, and David sent word unto Nabal: 
“Peace be unto thee; peace to thine 
house, peace to all thou hast.” (Peace, 
peace, peace—“Sudden destruction,” says 
the Apostle Paul.) 

After David’s servants had spoken the 
words of David to Nabal, then Nabal re- 
plied, “Who is David? Who is the son of 
Jesse? there be many servants now a days 
that break away every man from his mas- 
ter. Shall I then take my bread, and my 
water, and my flesh that I have killed 
for my shearers, and give it unto men, 
whom I know not whence they be?” Now 
there was with David about six hundred 
men. Four hundred of these men, with 
David, girded on their swords, while two 
hundred stayed and watched the stuff at 
camp. One of the young men told Nabal’s 
wife, Abigail, about the proceedings and 
told her how good David’s servants had 
been to them, and how cruel Nabal had 
acted. After the conversation of this ser- 
vant with the good wife of this drinking, 
stubborn, self-willed man, Nabal, she act- 
ed as an intercessor, sent her gift ahead 
and soon met David and his men. David's 
mind was to destroy all Nabal had. Oh, 
brother, “look,” see this humble wife of 
this drinking man. She falls at the feet 
of David and begs him to let all the 
blame fall on her. She asked him to not 
regard this man of Belial. Nabal is called 
in this chapter, more than once, the son 
of Belial, meaning a worthless, lawless 
fellow. 

In 2 Cor. 6:15 Belial is generally under- 
stood as an appellative of Satan, as the 
personification of all that was bad. The 
word “Nabal” means “fool.” She says, 
“For as his name is so is he.” And she 
further states that she never saw the 
young men who came to bring the glad 
tidings of the king. She told David the 
Lord had withholden him from shedding 
blood and avenging himself with his 
own hand. She begged forgiveness. David 
blessed this woman and blessed her ad- 
vice, after accepting her gift. He said, 
“Go up in peace.” 

Now you are brought to the scripture 
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reading, 1 Sam, 25:36. V. 37, “But it came 
to pass in the morning, when the wine 
was gone out of Nabal, and his wife had 
told him these things, that his heart died 
within him, and he beeame as a stone.” 
About ten days later the penalty came. 
God smote him and he died. 

Fourth drunken man, Elab, 1 Kings 16: 
9, “And his servant Zimri, captain of half 
his chariots, conspired against him, as he 
was in Tirzah, drinking himself drunk in 
the house of Arza, steward of his house 
in Tirzah.” Elab reigned 4s. king over Is- 
rael only two years when Zimri conspir- 
ed against him, and the tenth verse tells 
us what the penalty for drinking was. 
“And Zimri went in and smote him, and 
killed him,” and we still hear the words, 
“No drunkard shall inherit the kingdom 
of God.” 

Fifth drunk man, 1 Kings 20:16, “And 
they went out at noon. But Benhadad was 
drinking himself drunk in the pz.vilions, 
he and the kings,” the thirty-two kings 
that helped him. 

Introduction: Benhadad was king of 
Syria. At this time there were thirty-two 
kings with him. He had warred against 
Samaria and he sent messengers to the 
king of Israel, who was Ahab, and said, 
“Your silver and gold, wives and children, 
even the godliest are mine.” Ahab an- 
swered, “And all I have are thine.” Ben- 
hadad sent again and said he would send 
his servants and search the house of 
Ahab. All they found that was pleasant 
they would take it away. It was then 
that Ahab was stirred and cenlied the 
elders of the land and told them how 
Benhadad was seeking mischief. The 
elders said for him not to hearken unto 
Benhadad nor consent to him, but Ahab 
told the messengers of Benhadad, “All 
that I told you in the first I will do, but 
this thing I may not do.” In other words, 
“I will have to be made.” Benhadad was 
stirred to destroy Israel. Ahab answered, 
“Tell him, Let not him that girdeth on 
his harness boast himself as he that put- 
teth it off.” Benhadad set his army in ar- 
ray against the city but a prophet of tlie 
Lord said the Lord would deliver that 
great army into his hands, and Ahab 
said, “By whom?” The prophet said, “By 
the young men of the princes of the 
provinces.” Then he asked, “Who shall 
order the battle?” He answered, “Thou.” 
The number of men was two hundred 
thirty-two, and the number of all the pev- 
ple seven thousand. This army of Israel, 
two hundred thirty-two young men, went 
out at noon. 1 Kings 20:16. You now 
have reached the text of the fifth drunk 
man, but we can’t stop here for there are 
greater things ahead. These two hundred 
thirty-two men went out first. Benhadad 
sent out and they told him, “There are 
men come out of Samaria.” Benhadad 
said, “Whether they be come out for 
peace, take them alive; or whether they 
be come out for war, take them alive.” 
The army of Israel followed these young 
men, seven thousand of Israel, and they 
slew every one his man, and the Syrians 
fled, amd Israe] pursued them and Ben- 
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hadad fled on a horse with the horsemen, 
and the king of Israel smote the horses 
and chariots and slew the Syrians with 
a great slaughter. Then the prophet came 
to the king of Israel, Ahab, and said, “Go 
strengthen thyself for at the return of 
the year the king of Syria will come up 
against thee. The servants of the king 
of Syria said unto him, “Their gods are 
the gods of the hills, therefore they were 
stronger than we, but let us fight against 
them in the plain, and surely we shall 
be stronger than they.” And of course he 
believed them. 

At the return of the year Benhadad 
numbered the Syrian that went to Aphek 
to fight against Israel. The children 
of Israel pitched against them like two 
little flocks of kids but the Syrians filled 
the country. Oh, brother, it’s not the num- 
ber that counts but the power of God and 
soberness. A man of God came to the 
king of Israel and said, Because the 
Syrians have said that the Lord is God 
of the hills and not of the valley, I will 
deliver all this great multitude into thine 
hands, and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord.” The battle began and seven days 
of fighting, and the seventh day the bat- 
tle was joined the children of Israel slew 
of the Syrians one hundred thousand 
footmen in one day. Is that all? No. The 
rest fled to Aphek into the city and a 
wall fell upon twenty-seven thousand of 
the men that were left. Drunkenness did 
not pay Benhadad. Evil advice to take 
those messengers whether they came for 
good or bad was given while he was 
drinking himself drunk, and cost the 
Syrians one hundred twenty-seven thou- 
sand souls. Oh, God help our rulers to 
have judgment with mercy and keep out 
drunkenness. Say the end is not yet, The 
trouble maker always seeks for a hiding 
place. Benhadad fled and came into the 
city, into the inner chamber, and his ser- 
vants said to him, “We have heard that 
kings of the house of Israel are merciful 
kings: let us, I pray thee, put sackcloth 
on our loins, and ropes on our heads, * * 
peradventure he will save thy life.” They 
came to the king of Israel and said, “Thy 
servant, Benhadad saith, I pray thee, ict 
me live.” And Ahab said, “Is he alive? 
He is my brother.” The men diligently ob- 
served whether any harm would befall 
Benhadad, and they said, “Thy brother 
Benhadad.” And Ahab said, “Go bring 
him.” Then Benhadad came forth and 
Ahab caused him to come up into the 
chariot. Hear him offering restitution: 
“The cities which my father hath taken 
from thy father I will restore them and 
as my father made streets in Samaria 
you can make streets in Damascus. Then 
said Ahab, “I will send thee away with 
this covenant and he sent him away.” 
I’m here to tell you, although he slipped 
by justice and judgment and bloodshed 
of one hundred twenty-seven thousand 
men, just the same vengeance was await- 
ing him just around the corner. The ox 
is sure to low. The sheep are sure to 
bleat. The rooster will crow. The rocks 
will cry out. A bird will tel] the matter. 
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Woe to him that buildeth a city with 
blood. 

A certain man of the sons of’the proph- 
ets said unto his neighbor in the word 
of the Lord, “Smite me, I pray thee.” And 
the man refused to smite him. And he 
said, “Because thou hast not obeyed the 
voice of the Lord * * * a lion shall slay 
thee.” And it suddenly happened. Then 


‘he found another man, and he said to 


him, “Smite me, I pray thee.” And the 
man smote him, and in smiting him he 
wounded him. So the prophet departed, 
and waited for the king. When the 
king came by the wounded man said to 
the king, “Thy servant went out into the 
midst of battle, and a man turned aside 
and brought a man unto me, and said, 
“Keep this man: if by any means he be 
missing, then shall thy life be for his life, 
or else thou shalt pay a talent of silver. 
And as thy servant was busy here and 
there, he was gone.” And the king an- 
swered him,” “So shall thy judgment be. 
Thyself hast described it.” He hasted 
and took away the ashes from his face 
and the king discerned he was among the 
prophets, and he said to the king, “Be- 
cause thou hast let go out of thine hand 
a man whom I have appointed to utter 
destruction, therefore thy life shall go for 
his life, and thy people for his people.” 
The king left and went to his house dis- 
pleased. These prophets were willing to 
suffer even wounds for justice. Penalty 
for Benhadad was utter destruction. The 
king of Israel aquitted him and got into 
trouble. 

Sixth drunken man, Belshazzar, Dan. 
5:4, “They drank wine and praised the 
gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, of 
iron, of wood, and of stone.” They used 
the vessels that had been sanctified for 
the temple in Jerusalem, the house of 
God, and they drank wine in them. Many 
deceivers say God has honored drimxing 
wine because the Apostle Paul has said 
to Timothy, “Drink no longer water, but 
a little wine for thine often infirmities 
and thy stomach’s sake.” This writing, 
with the others, proves to my satisfaction 
that wine is a mocker, strong drink is 
raging, and whosoever is deceived there- 
by is not wise, but is as Nabal (fool). 

While drinking wine the handwriting 
came on the wall, which meted out to Bel- 
shazzar his doom and he was slain that 
night. If we had space and time we could 
bring much more proof that strong drink 
does not pay. I wish to relate one more, 
since seven is the letter of perfection. 
This one is Uriah who was made drunk 
by King David and after being placed in 
the front of the battle was slain. David 
took his pretty wife. Oh, I say, Down 
with the liquor habit!

Recently an attempt was made to kill 
President Roosevelt, the man shot and 
wounded five other innocent men and 
women whom he says he did not intend 
to shoot. Beloved, do you think that God 
is going to let such crime as this go by 
and still be unpunished? Well, I don’t 
think so. I am believing that Jesus is 
soon coming and will check this sin 


cursed, crime laden world of ours in 
which we live. 

There are more than 100,000 men in 
prisons and the increase of crime has 
been so great that our prisons now are 
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housing about twice as many eriminais 
as they are supposed to. The causes of 
the increased number of criminals are 
many. Prohibition enforcement is re- 
sponsible for fourteen per cent of the 
prisoners, while the narcotic law is the 
cause for more than thirty-three per 
cent, The increase in commitments is due 
chiefly to new legal crimes created by 
the Harrison Narcotic Law, the _ inter- 
state theft law, the Mann Act, the fradu- 
lant, the newer immigration laws, and 
laws covering interstate commerce. 

HORRORS OF SELF-DESTRUCTION 

There seems to be an epidemic of sui- 
cide sweeping over the world today. 
Hopeless and in despair, disappointment 
over loss of money, has caused many to 
lose their lives. During the year of 1931 
according to United States statistics, 
twenty thousand people committed  sui- 
cide in the United States alone. In 1933 
a newspaper headline revealed the fact 
that about 500 or more people committed 
suicide in one day in China. Among those 
who commit suicide are merchants, bank- 
ers, lawyers, doctors, preachers, men and 
women of all ages, both the learned and 
the unlearned. The tide of unbelief that 
is sweeping the earth has robbed them of 
their faith in God and the Bible. They 
have been made to believe that there 
is no heaven or hell and thousands have 
plunged themselves out into a hopeless 
eternity without God. They have destroy- 
cd their own bodies but God said that 
afier death comes the judgment, Heb. 
9.27, and after the judgment comes the 
second death which is hell, the lake of 
fire, Rev. 20:14, 15. 

SPIRITUALISM — SORCERY 

Jesus said, “Many false prophets shal! 
arise and deceive many.” Matt. 24:11. 
Sorcery is one of the signs of the end 
of this age. A great horde of modern 
soothsayers, false prophets, dealers in 
black art, prey upon the public in these 
last days. “Strong delusion” is paving the 
way for the coming of the Antichrist 
with signs and lying wonders, 2 Thess. 
2:9-12. Spiritualism has spread very 
rapidly during the past few years. Much 
of its trickery has been exposed, yet there 
is much unexpected and some of it may 
not be trickery, but all of it is sorcery. 
The Bible condemns all users of black 
art as an abomination to the Lord. Deut. 
18:10-12. Many good, honest-hearted p2o- 
ple have been deceived by the curse <f 
the so-called spiritualism. 

There is another method of sorcery 
called fortune-telling. Beloved, this is 
just another trick of the devil to deceive 
people and God’s people should have noth- 
ing to do With any such as it is detrimen- 
tal to the soul as well as our minds. I em 
quite sure if God intended that we should 
know just what will happen in our lives 
in the future (and we know the past), 
He would reveal it to us by the Holy 
Ghost and not thru dealers in black art. 


THE PROMISE LAND 

Palestine is called a very small strip 
of land today but the land that God 
promised to Abraham for an everlasting 
possession is from the river of Egypt to 
the great river Euphrates. Gen. 15:18. 
This is an area of some 250,000 square 
miles. The greater part of this land today 
is said to be unsurpassed in climate, pro- 
duction and natural advantages. A plan 
is already being promoted by a league in 
Great Britain to form such a state of Jew- 
ish, united territory. God knew that the 
Jews would be sifted down thru the na- 
tions and He provided land enough for 
them when they should return in these 
latter days. Reports from foreign lands 
Say that nowhere is the economic dis- 
tress more terrific than among the Jews. 
Poland is described as the center of Jew- 
ish poverty and distress, also that suicide 
has become a daily feature among the 
Polish Jews. Conditions in Russia and 
Germany are critical, but it is said that 
in Palestine the Jews are feeling the de- 
pression less than any other country. 

THE TURMOIL AND UNREST 

There is a turmoil and unrest the 
world over. Wars and uprisings are very 
common. The frightful World War ended 
a little over fourteen years ago. It was 
one vast outpouring of hatred and de- 
struction. The best strength of our na- 
tion was cut down and for generations 
to come we will be burdened with an im- 
mense debt caused by this horrible affair. 
Yet the allied powers now are spending 
more on their fighting forecs than before 
the war. In spite of the war debts and 
the world-wide depression, the powers are 
now spendit:g more than five billion dol- 
lars annually on armaments. There have 
been riots, uprisings and revolutions in 
other countries and also bloody battles. 

We can see by our daily newspapers 
that people are rising up in sections uf 
the United States and have refused to 
pay their taxes. They have demanded a 
cut in expenscs of our government, Farm- 
ers, the last of the laboring men to or- 
ganize, have begun to organize and revolt 
against so much spcculation upon their 
produce. Dearly beloved, this old world 
of ours is getting in a bad condition and 
in all the history of the world there has 
never been a better time for the Anti- 
christ to take control. The poor people 
are oppressed so much that when he 
comes and begins to bring back good 
times in a financial way and cause craft 
to prosper as in Dan. 8:25, thousands, 
yes millions will fall in line with him 
and be deceived before they hardly re.'- 
ize what they are doing. 

THE AGE END NEARS 

The Bible foretells us that in the last 
days perilous times shall come. 2 Tim. 
3:1. The age end is near and the fact be- 
comes clear as the day approaches. Soon 
the trumpet shall sound and the immortal 
voice shall sound forth, “Behold the 
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bridegroom cometh, go ye out to meet 
him” (Matt. 25:6), at the last trump (1 
Cor. 15:52). More than ten thousand fin- 
ger posts are pointing to the soon coming 
of Jesus. As Christians we know His 
coming is near by the blazing light of

For even hereunto were ye 
ca'led: because Christ also suffered for 
us, leaving us an example, that ye shouid 
follow his steps: Who did no sin, neither 
was guile found in his mou‘h.” 1 Pete- 
2: 19-22. 

The fourth chapter and first verse tells 
us for as Christ hath suffered for us in 
the flesh we are to arm ourselves with 
the same mind.

We are not only to seek meekness and 
righteousness, we are to seek the stand- 
ard of conduct and of holy living given 
to us in God’s Holy Word, not my idea 
or your idea, but thus saith the Lord in 
His precious Word. “There is a way 
which seemeth right unto a man, but the 
end therecf are the ways of death.” Prov. 
14:12. We should watch and pray for 
there are so Many snares and traps sit 
and so concealed by the tempter to get 
us into some byway that will be hurtful 
to us and others. Jesus said to be wise 
as serpents and harmless as doves. Our 
righteousness is of the Lord. The Lord 
has made this highway for us.

Meekness will help us 
to lose sight of self and self-importance 
and will help us to see ourselves in the 
light of God’s revealed Word and will 
cause more self-examination and less 
criticizing of others for their shortcom- 
ing and will help us to encourage our 
weak brother for we that are strong 
ought to bear the infirmities of the weak, 
and not to please ourselves, Rom. 15:1. 
“For if a man think himself to be some- 
thing, when he is nothing, he deceiveth 
himself.” Gal. 6:3. For “By grace ye are 
saved,” Eph. 2:5. “He giveth grace unto 
the lowly,” Prov. 3:34. Oh how we need 
to stay low for He will not forget the 
cry of the humble, Isa. 9:12. “Better it 
is to be of an humble spirit with the 
lowly, than to divide the spoil with the 
proud,” Prov. 16:19. “Think it not 
strange concerning the fiery trial which 
is to try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you: But rejoice, in- 
asmuch as ye are partakers of Christ’s 
sufferings.”

A STAMP SECRET 


In the guard:d vaults of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, in Washington, 
there are filed away the officially approv- 
ed sketches of two stamps that have never 
been issued. They were ready for approv- 
al eighteen years ago; indeed they were 
partly approved. These designs were for a 
peace stamp to mark the anniversary of 
the signing of the treaty of Ghent, pe- 
tween England and the United States, 
and a century of peace and friendship be- 
tween the English-speaking peoples of 
the world. On each stamp were the 
words, “Peace, 1814-1914.” Just one day 
before the Postmaster-General expected to 
approve these stamps the World War ex- 
ploded. Austria issued her ultimatum to 
Serbia. This was in the summer of 1914, 
and by fall, the time when the British- 
American Peace Centenary Committee 
had intended holding their celebration in 
the city of Ghent, in Belgium, Ghent was 
in the hands of Germany and the Spirit 
of Peace had been driven out of warring 
Europe.—The Youth’s Evangelist. 


GIANT METEOR LIGHTS WEST 


The most spec.acular meteor reported 
in the United States in many years re- 
cently illuminated five states and either 
disintegrated just before reaching the 
earth or fell in some deserted locality. 
Persons in The Oklahoma Panhandle, 
north Texas and New Mexico, and south- 
ern Kansas and Colorado all expressed be- 
lief that the meteor, or fragments of it 
strucx in their vicinity. 


A farmer at Stratford, Texas, found a 
fourteen pound mass of metal at the 
edge of a wheat field, which he believes 
to be one of the fragments. Although cool 
at the time of discovery, vegetation about 
the object had been burned. The rumble 
of the meteor as it sped through the air 
was so great that it rattled doors and 
windows, whiie persons in Oklahoma -e- 
port that the earth trembled for several 
seconds.

Brother Miller will do 
his best to help them soon, and we want 
to send some evangelists there to help get 
the people together. And too, we want to 
have some buildings placed there some- 
time soon. I know you will help us some, 
won’t you? Some are getting the blessing 
in their homes around there and they are 
looking to us to send help to them. Now 
these folks surely like the Church of God 
and they want us to stand by them and 
we love them and intend to stand by 
them. Thank God for real Church of God 
members who know no retreat, but will 
stay on the firing line. 

I did not get to visit any place but 
Long Island on this trip. I wanted to 
visit Exuma but the water was bad 
and there was no way to go, only the 
larger boats, so I came bacx to Nassau 
and then I caught the same boat and 
went to Exuma. It was a very rough trip 
The water was so rough we couldn’t stop 
at any place so I had to miss it. I could 
have gotten off at another place and 
walked, but I went to Hog Island and 


got a friend to take me across to little 
Exuma. I had my luggage to carry so I 
left some of it on the boat and carried 
the rest. This friend who took me across 
took my suitcase and carried it a little 
way for me, then he had to go back home. 
Here is where I had some fun—my brief 
case and my suitcase. This country is 
not cold by any means and this was a 
hot day. Well, the load and I! 

I made it near the place where I was 
going. I stopped to rest for the last time 
then I was going to make it in. While 
stopped I looked and saw some of the 
folks coming to meet me. In ten minutes 
there were about thirty around me. I 
walked on to the house and rested un- 
til service and there we had some fine 
services. Brother Bethel and family sure- 
ly did treat me fine there in their home. 
I will say that this church is coming on 
fine. Everybody has the victory there. I 
don’t think it will be long until we will 
have more churches on this island. We 
were there some few days and they were 
well spent. I never will forget these good 
folks. 

The time came for me to start back 
home, I asked them how I was going to 
get back to the boat. The boys said, We 
will put you there. I got ready and went 
to the little boat, about a nine foot boat 
that had to be pulled with an oar. The 
boys picked me up and waited for the 
wave to go out and they put me in the 
boat to go. The water was so rough that 
the big boat wouldn’t stop for me but “he 
boys put me in this little boat and went 
several miles to another place where the 
big boat would stop for me. Boys, it 
looked bad but we made it O. K. We don’t 
have to walk on water, or haven’t yet, but 
you surely do have to have faith here to 
travel. I sometimes think, Surely this 
much faith is sufficient to walk on the 
water, but I guess it is mixed too much 
with fear. Well, after all the bitter there 
is so much sweet we soon forget the bit- 
ter and are ready to start again. 

We need some good soldiers here who 
know no retreat. God will bless you if you 
will go on and stay on the firing line. 
Say, if you can’t go and know some one 
who will, will you put something in his 
hand so he can go? I know times are 
hard everywhere but just do what God 
tells you to do. It will be O. K. The mis- 
sion work is needed and we have got to 
put forth every effort we can to carry it 
on, Here we have a number of islands we 
need to go to that have no Church of God 
and they want us to come. Now, you say, 
Go, and we have some good preachers 
who will go, if you will send them. What 
about it? Say, boys, let us send the glad 
tidings to everybody and then we will 
get to go home where we won’t have to 


ride these mountainous seas any more.

THE BOOM IN PALESTINE A 
PERIL IF IT COLLAPSES 


With no unemployment, a treasury en- 
joying an annual surplus, land values 
doubling and redoubling, capital flowing 
in, industries expanding, immigration in- 
creasing astonishingly, and malaria 
stamped out, Palestine thrives as neither 
the British candatory administration nor 
the Zionists themselves ever dared to 
hope. 
~ The Jordan, now harnessed, yields elec- 
trical power carried all the way to Acre 
in the north and Rehoboth in the south. 

The Dead Sea, its waters lowered by 
pumping, yields potash and bromin for 
shipment from Jericho to Jerusalem 
whence, by way of Haifa and Port Said, 
they are exported everywhere. 

Two years ago, Palestine’s orange crop 
—its main source of income—filled 2,000,- 
000 cases at most. The forecast for the 
coming year is 6,000,000. Tel Aviv, a Jew- 
ish settlement near Jaffa, had 2,000 in- 
habitants in 1919. Now it claims 60,000 
with 100,000 close ahead. 

In nine years, Palestine’s Jewish popu- 
lation has doubled. Partly because Turk- 
ish conscription has ceased,. the Arab 
population has increased by more than a 
third. 

But the London Times points out that 
land prices in the orange belt are so high 
that investment yields only a very small 
profit. Moreover: 

“There is, unfortunately, no doubt that 
the regulations restricting Jewish immi- 
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gration to the numbers which the coun- 
try can absorb without prejudice to the 
rights and legitimate interests of other 
sections of the population have been sys- 
tematically evaded. Tourists arrive in 
Palestine and do not depart. 

“If the present ‘boom’ collapses—as it 
may—then the resultant unemployment 
will revive the declining hostility between 
Arab and Jew, will inflict undeserved 
injury on the licensed and law-abiding 
immigrants, and will add to the burdens 
and anxieties of the British Government. 
The sooner these facts are faced the bet- 
ter for all concerned.”—Literary Digest.

Excavations 


The season’s excavations at Tell Du 
weir, in Judea, have been concluded, and 
it is now possible to give some account 
of the work undertaken by the Wellcome 
Historical Museum Expedition, under the 
supervision of Mr. J. L. Starkey. It has 
been previously suggested that this Tel 
marks the site of the ancient Biblical 
city of Lachish, and nothing appears to 
have been found to disprove this theory. 
On the other hand, considerable evidence 
has been brought to light to confirm it. 

Lachish was captured by Sennacherib, 
King of Assyria, in B.C. 701, the same 
Sennacherib who sent those menacing 
messages to Hczekiah, ‘king of Judah, 
which are recorded both in the Second 
Book of the Kings and the Second Book 
of Chronicles, as well as the Book on the 
Prophet Isaiah. The picture of the siege 
of Lachish by this Sennacherib is depict- 
ed on stone basreliefs which were found 
on the walls of his palace at Nineveh, 
ang are now in the British Museum. 

Tell Duwier is about 25 miles south- 
west of Jerusalem, in the Shephelah cr 
low hill-country. It stands some 900 feet 
above sea level, and covers an area of 
about 40 acres at its base, tapering to 
18 acres on its summit. It commands a 
magnificent view, especially toward the 
sea, and dominates the Philistines’ coun- 
try. The Expedition has uncovered the 
city of Rehoboam’s time, and the defences 
bear ample evidence both of the breach- 
ing of its walls at Sennacherib’s siege, 
and of the destruction by Nebuchadnez- 
zar, King of Babylon, in B.C. 586, as re- 
corded in the Book of the Prophet Jere 
miah. The methods adopted by the Baby- 
lonians for the capture of the city appear 
to have been even more brutal than those 
of the Assyrians a century earlier. Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s men appear to have cut 
down the whole of the olive, fig, and 


oak trees which then flourished on ihe 
neighboring hills, and to have piled them 
up against the breaches that had been 
repaired after Sennacherib’s 


departure.

These huge heaps of combustible material 
were then fired, and the great heat en- 
gendered by the conflagration caused the 
walls to collapse and disintegrate, or 
crumble away into lime. 

Underneath the stone walls of Reho- 
boam’s time are to be seen the red brick 
walls of an earlier occupation, These may 
prove to be the remains of the defences 
of the Lachish that was captured by Josh- 
ua, but it will take another season’s work 
to lay bare the evidence. There is the 
palace right on the top of the hill which 
has been partially uncovered, and there 
are the tombs at the foot of the hill 
which belong to all periods, and have 
yielded a great quantity of skulls in ex- 
cellent preservation. 

After some large boulders had been re- 
moved a wel] nearly 250 feet deep, con- 
taining 18 feet of water, was disclosed, 
and appears to have been made at a very 
early date in the history of the city, prob- 
ably in the time of the Hyksos. 

Another interesting discovery has been 
a shrine on the left hand side of the gate- 
way. These ido’atrous shrines are defi- 
nitely referred to in the Second Book of 
Kings as having been broken down by 
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Josiah, one of the last kings of Judah, 
but none have previously been found. 
The usual large quantities of potsherds 
have been found and a number of jar 
handles bearing the royal stamp of all 
four pottery works which were run under 
royal supervision, as referred to in the 
Second Book of Chronicles. A larger num- 
ber of the art‘cles found, both in the 
tombs and in the debris of the Rehoboam 
city are boing brought to England, to the 
Wellcome Historical Museum, in Euston- 
road.—The Christian (London).
